The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In consideration of 
Amendment (2/13/2004) and in reconsideration of the prior Office Actions and responses 
thereto, the claimed invention is neither expressly disclosed nor fairly suggested by the prior art. 
The prior art does not disclose or make obvious a composition comprising mosquito attracting 
amounts of lactic acid and carbon disulfide, a composition consisting of mosquito attracting 
amounts of lactic acid and butanone, or lactic acid and 2-pentanone, a method for attracting 
mosquitoes with a composition consisting of mosquito attracting amounts of lactic acid and 
acetone, or pyruvic acid and acetone, or glycolic acid and acetone. The combinations above 
exhibit unexpected attractant effects with respect to mosquitoes (See Specification, Tables 2, 3, 
5-9).
